BOARD 

DECISION 

PENDING 

Over 100 individuals crammed 
into county council chambers last 
Wednesday, spilling out through 
the doors to a room designed to 
hold a fraction of that number. 
All of those present were on hand 
to witness the proceedings in what 
one county councillor described 
as “the largest response to an 
appeal hearing in over a decade”. 

The County of Mountain View 
appeal hearing, which began 
shortly after 9 a.m. on October 
29, was called to deal solely with 
one matter; that of a develop¬ 
ment permit granted to Pig Im¬ 
provement (Canada) for “devel¬ 
opment of an agriculture-inten¬ 
sive (hog operation) 4250 sows - 
breeding to farrowing on the NW- 
9-31-27W4.” 

Appeal board chair David 
Smith apologized for the short¬ 
age of seating, explaining that 
once the location of an appeal 
hearing had been advertised, 
the venue could not be 
changed. He introduced the 
appeal board and county coun¬ 
cil members, and administra¬ 
tion representatives, explain¬ 
ing that administrative per¬ 
sonnel were attending in an 
advisory capacity. He further 
advised that only members of 
the appeal board held voting 
powers and asked if there were 
any objections to the presence 
of any individuals in attendance. 

No objections were voiced. 

Smith then requested that all 
communications be directed to 
the chair and that speakers iden¬ 
tify themselves. 

“We have had a tremendous 
number of submissions here this 
morning,” Smith said. “Due to 
the sheer numbers, as time goes 
along, we may have to curtail the 
amount of time people are al¬ 
lowed to speak.” 

Approximately 40 written sub¬ 
missions were acknowledged by 
Smith who asked those seeking 
to verbally address the chair to 
keep their remarks brief and to 
avoid repetition. 

County Planning and Devel¬ 
opment Officer Tony Martens 
described the nature of the op¬ 
eration as submitted in the devel¬ 
opment permit.

Edmonton lawyer, Michael 
Welsh, acting on behalf of a coali¬ 
tion of more than 74 local resi¬ 
dents was the first appellant to 
address the chair. He submitted a 
number of complaints and con¬ 
cerns, including the following: 

no surface geology studies had 
been provided for the land upon 
which proposed lagoons will be 
situated; no elevations or surface 
water drainage plans on the lands 
upon which the proposed devel¬ 
opment, or lands where manure 
was to be spread were provided: 
no hydrogeological studies had 
been performed on the four test 
wells on the adjacent quarter were 
submitted. Welsh further sug¬ 
gested that the Municipal Plan¬ 
ning Committee had failed to 
properly address the total cumu¬ 
lative effect of the overall devel¬ 
opment. He further submitted 
that the MPC failed to determine 
the location and suitability of the 
land where manure was to be 
spread, and that the MPC failed 
to ensure the lands where devel¬ 
opment was planned were suit¬ 
able. He also questioned set back 
measurement minimums, the 
degree to which the odor would 


affect nearby residents, the effect 
the development would have on 
land values relating to near-by 
properties, and the issue of who 
would pay for wear and tear on 
local roads with increased traffic. 

Lyle Brown spoke from the 
gallery, saying, “I hope your deci¬ 
sion is not only based on codes 
and regulations,” concluding by 
asking the appeal board to con¬ 
sider quality of life as well.” 

Three more appellants came 
forward to voice concerns and 
objections including Louis Shultz 
and William Purves Smith. 
Schultz reiterated concerns over 
the issue of increased traffic, con¬ 
cluding, “I feel, as a tax payer, I 
cannot support this; clearly the 
negatives are outweighing the 
positives.” Purves-Smith raised 
the issue of negative impact the 
proposed development might 
have on small business interests 
in the community. “It would be 
difficult to prove we lost business 
because of the stench,” Purves- 
Smith said. 

President Dave Price said he 
welcomed the opportunity to ad¬ 
dress misconceptions raised in the

Landfill alternative 
broached

Mountain View Regional Solid Waste Authority chair, Jack 
Peck, reported that representatives from the Drumheller and 
District Solid Waste Management Association recently asked 
MVRSWA members to consider amalgamating with their asso¬ 
ciation. 

Peck said around 20 municipalities utilize the Drumheller 
land fill which is currently exploring the viability of expanding 
operations onto an adjacent site. 

Peck advised the Drumheller contingent recently acquired 
220 acres acfjacent to their current landfill site which they hope 
will increase the life span of their landfill by up to 100 years. 

Gene Leskiw, provincial Solid Waste Engineer, said the 
Drumheller group might find it “a real challenge” to get govern¬ 
mental landfill site usage approval for the 220 acres, in the wake 
of tighter controls governing related regulations introduced in 
September. 

Peck maintained that, regardless of whether Drumheller’s 
landfill expansion plans are accepted or denied, the MVRSWA 
should explore all reasonable options, saying it might be fiscally 
advantageous to forge an agreement to use an out of county 
landfill site rather than construct one within the county perim¬ 
eters. 
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DIG supports

traffic flow was “not a large is¬ 
sue”. While he agreed the ‘smell’ 
issue was an issue, he said “most 


proceedings and introduced sev¬ 
eral individuals who accompanied 
him. 

Bill Hutchings, Senior Produc¬ 
tion Manager with Pig Improve¬ 
ment (Canada) Ltd., said new 
technology to be utilized in the 
operation would minimize many 
concerns raised. He said concerns 
over excessive increases in traffic 
loads were unjustified and advised 
that 13 people would be employed 
in the operation described in the 
phase one development. 

Engineer Dennis Hodgkinson 
said the water consumption would 
draw the equivalent of that used 
by a 2,000 head feed lot. He de¬ 
scribed the design of the lagoon 
indicating that the design pre¬ 
cluded leakage or overrun and 
said that a municipal lagoon was 
“ten times as big as the one we’re 
proposing.” Regarding the odor 
issue, Hodgkinson said, “Any de¬ 
velopment brings some disadvan¬ 
tages,” but advised that every 
means possible would be utilized 
to minimize odors. 

Real estate appraiser Robert 
Barrien said that the “Four S’s” 
concept could be used to gauge 
some of the impact; those being: 
Site, Sound, Smell and Stigma. 

In the case of this particular 
development, he reckoned ‘site’ 
was not at issue, as the land was 
agricultural, as was the develop¬ 
ment. The ‘sound’ issue, relating 
to the disturbance of increased 


farmers are pragmatic” on this 
matter. As for the ‘stigma’, he 
said, “facts are what you perceive 
them to be, and that’s fair,” but 
said that this was something that 
was not measurable. 

Price said progress requires 
change. 

“Nothing stands still,” Price 
said, “That’s the nature of the 
business.” 

He said “a lot of foo-foo dust” 
had clouded the issue, and noted 
that many of his contemporaries 
were looking to projects of this 
nature to break new ground and 
provide experience for those seek¬ 
ing to learn more about intensive 
hog marketing operations. 

“We’re excited about the 
project,” Price concluded.

ment Canada (to the attention of 
Dave Price) which was received 
by Price on the day of the hear¬ 
ing, was submitted to the appeal 
board, accompanying other sub¬ 
missions; all of which the board 
will consider during the delibera¬ 
tions process. 

The last three paragraphs 
read as follows: “The Alberta 
hog industry is growing. In 
1995, Alberta produced 
2,810,000 hogs, which was a 9.2 
per cent increase over 1994. 
Farm cash receipts have also 
risen sharply over the past few 
years. In 1996, farm cash re¬ 
ceipts for hogs (based on the 
first six months) will be approxi¬ 
mately $400 million, an increase 
of 45.1 per cent from 1991. 

“Therefore, the pork industiy 


will continue to be an important 
part of the economy of Alberta 
and is positioned for very signifi¬ 
cant growth. I would encourage 
you to continue to work closely 
with local municipalities and 
other interests in developingyour 
project. 

“I wish you every success.” 

The surprisingly swift hearing 
wrapped up at twelve minutes 
after 12 noon with these words by 
the appeal board chair: “At this 
time I think we’ve completely cov¬ 
ered the issue and I’m going to 
declare the hearing closed. I wish 
to thank everyone for their pa¬ 
tience and very eloquent submis¬ 
sions.” 

The appeal board’s decision is 
to be made public within 15 days 
of the hearing.

Provincial weitare caseload drops 


Stockwell Day, Minister of Family and Social Services has 
released the provincial welfare statistics for last month. The 
caseload has declined by over 4,000 cases in one month or 9 per cent 
less than August of this year. 

The September 1996caseload is now at 41,167, the lowest it has 
been since September 1982. 

"This very positive trend reflects the fact that moreAlbertanson 
welfare are going into the work force or into training programs 
funded under grants from the Student Finance Board," said Mr. Day. 

The category of clients available for employment and training 
has dropped by 3,153 cases since August of thisyear. Clients who are 
working and require a top up to their wages has dropped by 555 cases 


in the same time period. These individuals no longer require a 
supplement to their wages and are independent of the welfare 
system today. 

This caseload reduction will save about $3 million in one 
month. This savings will continue to provide funds for high needs 
areas should it be necessary to shift money into Child Welfare or 
Services to Persons with Disabilities. 

"The dedication of frontline staffin helpingtheir clients become 
independent is to be highly commended. The true essence of social 
work is to help people become independent through upgrading, 
training and employment. I am very proud of all department 
employees who contributed to this service to Albertans," Day said.

The three little pigs

We can learn a lot from pigs. 

Changes now underway in the 
hog industry in Western Canada 
offer a clear test of competing 
philosophies about government 
intervention in an industry. 

In Alberta and Manitoba, Tory 
governments are stripping away 
the monopoly powers of their pork 
marketing boards. But in Sas¬ 
katchewan, where "old economy" 
ideas like traditional supply man¬ 
agement remain hip, the porker 
industry will continue to squeal 
under the yoke of single-desk sell¬ 
ing. 

It's an interesting opportunity 
to compare which model will bring 
home the bacon in terms of jobs 
and opportunity. The central 
planning of the few within the 
monopoly pork bureaucracy, ver¬ 
sus the open market decision¬ 
making of thousands of individual 
pork entrepreneurs. 

First, the good news. 

Trouble with the performance 
of Manitoba's 32-year-old pork 
marketing monopoly came to a 
head in 1994. Economists com¬ 
missioned to look at the industry 
reported that, in its current form, 
Manitoba Pork (no, not Lloyd 
Axworthy's latest Winnipeg revi¬ 
talization project) was hindering 
expansion of a rapidly growing 
industry. They recommended 
that an open-selling policy be 
adopted - pronto. 

Pig farming is not for the faint 
hearted. Producers face aggres¬ 
sive international competition for 
export trade. Western Canadian 


petition replaces monopoly, an 
amazing thing happens. New at¬ 
titudes blossom. Now hog farm¬ 
ers have access to flexible con¬ 
tracts with more options. Mani¬ 
toba Pork has rediscovered cus¬ 
tomer service. 

Alberta hasn’t moved as 
quickly as Manitoba, but it's head¬ 
ing in the same direction. This 
spring, 85 per cent of its hog grow¬ 
ers voted to make the Alberta 
Pork Producers Development 
Corporation open the market. 

Sandwiched in the middle is 
stodgy Saskatchewan. Ayear ago, 
the consulting company Deloitte 
and Touche reviewed the Pork 
Industry Marketing Group and 
concluded that it was poorly run 
and not serving its clients effec¬ 
tively. Producers complained that 
they could sell their hogs directly 
to slaughter houses and make ten 
per cent more profit than they 
now realize through the board. 
According to Western Report, 
which recently unearthed the pri¬ 
vate report, the Saskatchewan 
government has done nothing to 
change the status quo. 

If Saskatchewan maintains its 
bastion of government compul¬ 
sion and monopoly in the face of 
free systems on both its borders, 
the industry will look like a sick 
piggy alongside Manitoba’s and 
Alberta's. Those who live in a 
fairy tale world should ponder 
the outcome of those children's 
stories, in this case the Three 
Little Pigs. As jobs and process¬ 
ing opportunities flow to its 
neighbors, Saskatchewan's house 
of straw may just blow down. 


ones don't have the economies of 
scale enjoyed by larger Ameri¬ 
can, Danish and eastern Cana¬ 
dian operations. And wages on 
the prairies are a third higher 
than foreign competitors. Both 
factors work to push prairie pro¬ 
ducers out of the market. This is 
where the "feel good" theory be¬ 
hind the pork marketing board 
clashed with reality. "Fair price” 
policies satisfied current provid¬ 
ers, but discouraged new entry 
into the market. A shortage of 
hogs for slaughter inevitably fol¬ 
lowed. 

Next problem. Manitoba Pork 
tried to maintain uniform qual¬ 
ity control. The homogenized 
product unfortunately ignored 
the real strength of local farmers 
- growing high-quality hogs for 
specialized, "niche" markets. That 
means that Manitoba farmers 
could compete successfully in pro¬ 
ducing the hogs, but a centralized 
selling agency just wasn't an ap¬ 
propriate vehicle for diverse mar¬ 
keting. 

The agency recognized that 
and allowed direct selling, but 
producers still had to pay it a 
complex range of fees and levies. 
Even when they sold their pigs on 
their own. 

Manitoba Agriculture Minis¬ 
ter Harry Enns carefully digested 
the report for more than a year 
and then, with considerable po¬ 
litical leadership last October, 
announced the end of single-desk 
selling of pork effective July 1. 

Manitoba Pork still exists, but 
now it competes for its supply 
against other buyers. When com¬

For example: 

• Three quarters of Albertans aged 15 and over are current 
drinkers consuming an average of 8.7 litres of alcohol a year.

• That in 1994 nearly 4 per cent (77,225) of Albertans 
consumed illicit drugs. 

• That two-thirds of the spousal abuses reported by munici¬ 
pal police services involved substance abuse. 

Certainly some of it comes back in winnings but just the sheer 
volume of disposable income dedicated to gambling I find 
astounding. And the impact that it has on families, and budgets, 
and priorities must be devastating to many. 

The one consoling fact in all of this is that you and I can stop 
any of this nonsense any time we want. And if we can't, then the 
caring, capable and dedicated people of AADAC and the many 
agencies they interact with are there to help. And I personally 
thank God that they are!

Another non-decision

Federal Agriculture and Agri- 
Food Minister Ralph Goodale has 
once again failed to provide a clear 
direction to farmers on the fu¬ 
ture of their grain marketing sys¬ 
tem. 

The Minister's decision to re¬ 
lease only vague proposals means 
more delays and virtually guar¬ 
antees that the industry will con¬ 
tinue to be weighed down by a 
bitter debate. Goodale has also 
confirmed the predictions of those 
who said the Western Grain Mar¬ 
keting Panel would be a waste of 
time and money, he says. 


The anger and frustration that 
farmers feel over the inability to 
choose how they market their 
grain hasn’t gone away with to¬ 
day's announcement. If anything, 
the Minister has made a bad situ¬ 
ation worse by his lack of leader¬ 
ship. The court challenges, dem¬ 
onstrations and border runs will 
almost certainly continue. 

Tinkering with the governance 
of the Canadian Wheat Board and 
other cosmetic changes proposed 
by the Minister will not make the 
Board more competitive and re¬ 
sponsive to farmers' needs. It 
won’t give the farmers the tools 
they need to recapture the more 


than $l-billion an outdated mar¬ 
keting system has cost them this 
year alone. 

He had a golden opportunity 
to resolve a contentious issue, but 
he bowed to pressure from the 
defenders of the status quo. 

The Minister's decision to hold 
a barley poll is another delaying 
tactic and an attempt to divert 
attention from his mishandling 
of the Panel report. There is no 
indication if the poll will be bind¬ 
ing or who will be on the voters' 
list. He added the Wheat Grow¬ 
ers are concerned about the Min¬ 
ister's intention to make the ques¬ 
tion an all-or-nothingproposition. 

We simply want a choice. The 
Wheat Growers would look for¬ 
ward to the opportunity to ex¬ 
plain how a dual market would 
benefit farmers. 

Regardless of the question, it’s 
important that farmers have all 
the facts. Over three-quarters of 
the barley grown in Western 


Canada is already marketed out¬ 
side of the CWB. While the Board 
is becoming an increasingly mar¬ 
ginal player in the feed barley 
market, its published prices have 
a depressing effect on domestic 
prices. In 1994-95 alone, this re¬ 
sulted in a loss of $180 million to 


barley growers. Concerns about 
erosion of the premium on 
malting barley are unfounded, 
as malt prices would not de¬ 
crease, but the price of feed bar¬ 
ley would increase to more 
closely reflect higher interna¬ 
tional prices.

Screening for Breast Cancer: Changes and Challenges 

Breast cancer is a disease that all Alberta women are familiar with. In 1995, it was estimated that about 
1450 women would be diagnosed with breast cancer in Alberta, and that about 450 women would die from 
this disease. Over the past few years, the efforts of many women to draw attention to these numbers have 
been rewarded, with more attention being paid to breast cancer research, screening, and treatment than 
ever before. From time to time, however, we need to stop and assess how we're doing - are we any closer 
than we were before in combating this disease? 

In the area of prevention, unfortunately, there is no new breakthrough that has resulted in a large 
number of women being able to avoid developing breast cancer. There are, however, several promising 
areas of research. Investigators in Canada and the US are examining the role of a fatty diet in breast cancer 
risk, to see whether women at higher risk for breast cancer can successfully adopt very low fat diets, and, 
if so, whether this lowers their breast cancer risk. New research in Alberta is examining the suggestion that 
physical activity levels may affect risk. Finally, the discovery of the BRCA-1 gene has pointed the way to 
understanding the role genetic testing may play in those families known to be at very high risk for breast 
cancer. 

Most experts are in agreement, that for the average healthy woman, early detection of breast cancer 
(through mammography in appropriate age groups, clinical breast examination, and breast self-examina¬ 
tion), is the key component in reducing the chances of dying from breast cancer. The past five years has 
seen strong consensus develop in recommending regular mammography for women aged 50 to 69. Also 
over the past five years, in part due to the National Forum on Breast Cancer held in Montreal in 1993, there 
has been increased awareness for the need of screening programs. Screening programs aim to provide 
tests, such as screening mammograms, in an organized way to an entire population of women. This is to 
ensure that all those who would benefit from the test are aware of it, and that the tests are successful in 
detecting as many early cancers as possible. It is an important advance, then, that several provinces and 
one territory now have screening programs. Screen Test: The Alberta Program for the Early Detection of 
Breast Cancer, began operating in 1990, with the development of a mobile mammography service to rural 
areas in 1991. The provincial programs are all showing success in reaching their targets. Most include a 
mobile component, so that women in rural areas can also avail themselves of this important health service. 

Finally, treatment, support, and information for women with breast cancer have all received attention 
over the past five years. Treatment guidelines are being designed at a national level, in collaboration with 
experts from all Canadian provinces, while research continues to refine our ideas of optimal treatment with 
the least intrusion on a woman's life and well being. The role for social support has been found to be positive 
in research studies, and a wide range of support groups are attempting to meet this need. Finally, the Breast 
Cancer Info-Link project, one of five national Breast Cancer Information Exchange Projects, involves the 
collaboration of the Alberta Cancer Board, Canadian Cancer Society, and the University of Calgary, 
together with a network of breast cancer survivors and treatment providers. This project is providing a 
voice for women to identify their information needs. The project will attempt to make women aware of 
resources which will assist them, and to work with women and experts to develop appropriate resources 
where they don't already exist. 

There is still much to do to limit the impact of breast cancer on Alberta women, their families, and 
friends. We hope that further advances in the next five years will bring us closer to finding solutions to 
important questions about this serious and all too common disease.

metal contact and cleans out dirt and combustion by¬ 
products. Many people don’t realize that oil is also 
an important part of the cooling system, dispersing 
about 20% of engine heat. 

Most engine wear occurs in the first few minutes 
of operation, before the oil is completely distributed 
through the engine. In cold weather, oil flows more 
slowly and it takes even longer for the oil to get 
around. 

Synthetic oils are not refined from crude oil, they 
are specifically engineered for high performance 
engines. They give you superior low temperature 
fluidity, better high temperature stability, and 
greater resistance to oxidation and shear stress. 
Synthetic oils are also less volatile, and so you are 
less likely to have to add oil between oil changes. 
Some synthetics contain an additive that actually 


bonds to engine surfaces, providing an extra layer of 
protection. And that layer is there before you start 
your engine, so you have no metal to metal contact 
even at start-up. 

Synthetic oils can be mixed with conventional 
mineral oils — they are fully compatible, and they 
are recyclable. There are also semi-synthetic oils 
on the market. These blends of synthetic and 
mineral oil offer the best of both worlds — the low 
cost of a mineral oil and the high performance of a 
synthetic. 

Synthetic oils can be more expensive because they 
are engineered to provide superior performance and 
protection, compared to mineral oils. Whatever your 
choice, the important thing to remember is to keep 
your oil topped up to ensure the proper running of 
your vehicle. 


Cold enough for you? 


Most people think that if they winterize their cars 
in the fall, before it gets really cold, they’ll make it 
through the winter without problems. And they’re 
mostly right. Others think that if they haven’t had a 
problem yet, they won’t have one for the rest of the 
winter. (Now there’s a recipe for trouble.) 

Difficulty starting? A cold engine is a stiff engine 
— it’s hard to get the pistons moving, to draw in the 
fuel, and get started. So it needs more battery power. 
In cold weather, your battery may produce only 40% 
of the power it produces in warm weather, so give it a 
break — use a block heater. A block heater, with a 
timer to turn it on a couple of hours before you need 
your car, will make starting much easier. Starting 
warm can save you money on gas, too. 

Take a look at your battery terminals. Is there 
any white deposit on them? That corrosion can 
insulate the terminals and prevent the battery giving 
your car its first boost of power in the morning to get 
it going. If your battery is getting a little elderly, you 
may not get a second chance. 

It can take up to 40,000 volts to zap a spark into 
your cylinders. If the ignition wires are worn or 
cracked, some of that power may not make it, and 
you could have starting troubles — especially in 
damp weather. 

Another tip — keep your gas tank at least half 
full. That limits any condensation in the tank, so 
you’re less likely to get gas line freezing. Add a little 
gas line antifreeze every second fill and be sure. 

One of the most important things to watch is your 
cooling system. There are two things — the 
concentration of coolant, and the amount. In most 
parts of Canada, a 50/50 mix of coolant and water

keeps the coolant from freezing, lubricates the water 
pump, and protects the cooling system from 
corrosion. In very cold areas, it may be necessary to 
increase the concentration of coolant — but never 
more than 70% coolant to 30% water. 

But if you’re like most Canadians, you’re more 
concerned about heating than cooling at this time of 
year. The only heat you get is from the engine, which 
is why your heater blows cold when you first start off 
(before the engine warms up). If your coolant is low, 
your heater is the first thing to suffer, so keep your 
antifreeze topped up. 

You may also hear a squealing noise (audible over 
your own teeth chattering) from the heater fan. That 
could indicate a worn bearing in the fan motor, which 
will probably seize up on you when you need it most. 

If there’s a lot of moisture on your windshield, and 
the defroster can’t remove it, you could have a faulty 
heater core. That’s a mini-radiator that transfers 
engine heat into your passenger compartment. Don’t 
delay, get it fixed — you need to be able to see where 
you’re going, and defrosters have enough trouble 
keeping windows clear in very cold weather. 

If you travel or commute, it’s worth taking a little 
extra time to make sure you have an emergency kit in 
the trunk. Winter additions to the usual emergency 
kit include the following: 

good scraper & snow brush can opener 
blanket, hats, & mittens tin cup 

matches and candles 
canned fruit/nuts/survival rations 
traction mats small shovel 

red cloth (help signal) jumper cables

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Give your car a brake! 
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Discs. Drums. Power assist. ABS. Why does life 
have to be so complicated? Well, it’s not so bad. It all 
depends on friction — the friction between the brake 
pad and the lining in a drum or the rotor of a disc 
brake, and the friction between the tires and the road. 

When you press down on the brake pedal, that 
creates pressure in the master cylinder. This is passed 
through the brake lines to the brakes. If you have 
power or power assisted brakes, you don’t have to press 
as hard on the pedal to get the same braking effect. In 
a drum brake, the brake shoes inside the drum press 
outward against the brake lining to create the stopping 
force. It’s an enclosed unit that’s relatively inexpensive 
to maintain. 

Disc brakes are like bicycle brakes — the calipers 
pinch the disc, or rotor, to create the stopping force. 
Because of their better heat rejection, disc brakes offer 
up to three times more stopping power than drums. 
That’s why most cars have discs on the front, where 
most of the stopping work is done, and drums on the 
rear. 

Because of the heat generated in braking, pads used 
to be made with asbestos. Newer metallic materials 
have done away with asbestos and its harmful dust. 

The fluid in the master cylinder is the medium that 
translates your pedal pressure into brake pressure. It 
absorbs water very easily, so if you have to add fluid, 
use a fresh container. And use only the approved brake 
fluid described in your owner’s manual. 

How do you know when it’s time for a brake job? If 
your brakes squeal or make a grinding noise, or if you 
feel a lot of vibration or grabbing, it’s time for a check 
up. If your brake pedal sinks to the floor, or feels 
spongy, you may be low on fluid or have a leak in the 
system. 

Car Care Canada notes that nearly half of Canadian 
drivers rank brake failure as their number one fear of 
mechanical failure. And what do they do about it? 


Only 20% identified brakes as a system that should be 
checked regularly. 

You should rotate your tires every 10,000 km or so to 
make them last. When the car is on the hoist and the 
tires are off, that’s an ideal time to do a little preventive 
maintenance and get your brakes checked. Brakes can 
last 60,000 km or more — or they can need 
replacement after 10,000 - 15,000 km. Don’t let this 
simple maintenance item slide, or the next sound you 
hear could be the crunch of a collision.

If you like paying for brake jobs, here’s how: 

1. Race up to stop signs and slam on the brakes. 

2. Ride your brakes — use your right foot on the gas 
and rest your left on the brake pedal while you drive. 
This will also confuse the drivers behind you, because 
your brake lights will be on all the time and they’ll 
have no warning when you really want to stop. 

3. Stay really close to the car in front so you have to 
be on your brakes a lot to match every little change in 
speed. 

4. Ignore those warning signs, like chirping brakes 
or grinding noises. Then a simple pad replacement 
becomes a full replacement of rotors and linings and 
costs hundreds more. 

Can you economize on brake jobs? Absolutely. Car 
Care Canada suggests a simple five point program that 
could save you hundreds of dollars over the life of your car: 

1. Preventive maintenance. Every 10,000 km or so, 
when you get your tires rotated, have your brakes 
inspected. 

2. Don’t neglect your parking brake. Using it 
regularly will keep the cable from seizing up, and will 
reduce your need for repairs.

Variable rate iertiiizing project preliminary results

Over the past few years we have 
been hearing about using global po¬ 
sitioning satellite technology (GPS) 
to yield map fields, help guide 
sprayers day or night, and fertilize a 
field at varying rates across a field. A 
pilot project of variable fertilizer rate 
application using GPS technology 
was initiated in 1993. This project 
involves four farms in Alberta, one of 
which is at Bob Steven's family farm 
at Erskine. There's some interesting 
agronomic considerations that be¬ 
come apparent when usingthis tech¬ 
nology. 

Fertilizer requirements are cal¬ 
culated from established relation¬ 
ships between soil tests and crop 
response to fertilizer, alongwith other 
soil characteristics and climatic fac¬ 
tors (additional modifiers). Yield 
mapping is the first step in this high 
tech fertilizing. But even with the 
neat technology of yield mapping, 
someone has to walk the field and be 
familiar with it enough to figure out 
why theyieldismoreorless. Factors 
such as fertility, salinity, slope, etc. 

(whatlreferred to as additional modi¬ 
fiers) have to be considered when 
coming up with variable rate ferti¬ 
lizer recommendations. 

Grid soil sampling (using a 220 
foot grid) was the method used to 
map the variation of soil nutrients. 

The problem with this method is 
that it is way too costly. The question 
arises, how precise do we need to get 
in order to make variable rate ferti¬ 
lizer application worthwhile? We 
also have to be careful how we relate 
nutrient test levels to expected crop 
response. You might expect the low¬ 
est available nitrogen test areas to 
respond the best to applied nitrogen. 

This isn't always true. Results from 
this project showed a few areas with 
higher nitrogen levels giving higher 
yield responses to fertilizer nitrogen 
than the areas testing lower in nitro¬ 
gen. In this case there was another 
factor contributing to the whole 
equation of yield. 

We also have to re-examine how 
we take soil samples. Normally we 
recommend to take about 14 cores, 
stayingaway from knolls or low spots, 
mix them together and take a repre¬ 
sentative sample to be tested. This 
will give us an "average" of the field. 

Grid sampling shows us that the 
frequency of certain soil test values 
can be overlooked using this widely 
accepted method. Small areas of the 
field with extremely high values tend 
to increase the overall field average, 
thus distorting the true fertility sta¬ 
tus of the field. A good example of this 
was sulphur in Bob Steven’s field. 

The average sulphur level for the 
field (which would be represented in 
a composite sample) was high, yet 
over 50 per cent of the field is defi¬ 
cient and responds to sulphur ferti¬ 
lization. This was due to very high 
sulphur levels on side slopes of hills. 

The mapping technology is there, 
but how do we economically obtain 
the data? 

GPS technology is neat, but we 
have some practical agronomic ques¬ 
tions to answer first!

the tops have to be cut back," adds 
Barkley. "Removing the tops helps 
topreventoverwinteringof diseases 
and insects. Leaving this material 
can help hold a snow cover during 
the winter as well as being attrac¬ 
tive. Newly planted perennials will 
benefit from a mulch of clean mate¬ 
rial such as straw or dry grass and 
leaves mixed together. Stake to 
mark the plants that need to be 
moved and divided early in the 
spring." 

The strawberry patch should be 
mulched when the temperature 
drops to -7° C and stays there for 
three or four nights. Water plants 
well, then mulch with oat straw or 
grass and leaf mixture. Watering 
lightly after applying the mulch will

help hold it in place. A mulch layer 
of five cm deep after settling will 
keep plants safe. Watch for signs of 
mice during the winter and treat as 
necessary. 

"The wintering of tea roses be¬ 
gins in summer," says Barkley. "Stop 
fertilizing the plants at the end of 
July. In August, cut roses with 
shorter stems. Cut back the water 
in September, but never let the 
plants dry out. After several hard 
frosts, put winter insulation in 
place. Water plants well, head the 
canes back to 20-25 cm and put 
about 30 cm of insulating material, 
peat moss, compost or soil, around 
the canes and the crown. Do not 
pack the material too tightly.”

plants and perennials in August 
will aid the plants in preparing for 
winter. It is important to have a 
reserve of moisture in the root zone 
for both these groups of plants to 
prevent root damage during the 
winter. Fill the soil profile with 
water in mid-October or just before 
the ground freezes. 

"Early fall is a good time for 
weed control in the lawn," adds 
Barkley. "Broad leaf herbicides for 
lawns applied on a warm day will 
control dandelions, chickweed and 
clover. Keep mowing the lawn as 
long as it continues to grow. To 
prevent winter damage to the 
crown of the grass, cut the lawn 
five to seven cm long at the last 
mowing." 


Fall yard care 


The sound of geese and the 
change in leaf color means fall is 
here again. Spending some time in 
the yard now will pay off next year. 

"Once frost has killed annuals in 
the flower bed, they can be pulled," 
says Shelley Barkley, information 
officer at the Crop Diversification 
Centre South. "Leaving some plants, 
like aylssum, will protect fallen 
seeds that will provide color next 
year." 

The vegetable garden can also 
be cleaned up. The material from 
both the flower beds and the gar¬ 
den can be composted, as long as it 
is disease free. Come late fall, dig 


over annual flower beds and gar¬ 
den by turning a full spade depth of 
soil and leave the lumps. Frost ac¬ 
tion will break down the lumps over 
the winter, exposing some of the 
overwintering insects to the ele¬ 
ments and improving soil texture. 
Fall is a good time to add organic 
matter, animal or mushroom ma¬ 
nure or peat moss. Organic matter 
that sits over winter works in well 
when the soil is prepared in the 
spring. 

"In the perennial border, the tops 
of most of the perennials can be cut 
off or left standing with the excep¬ 
tion of peonies, iris and lilies where

Weed threat 

Scentless chamomile is a daisy¬ 
like weed that is well adapted to 
reduced tillage operations. Many 
producers aren't familiar with this 
weed, its growth habit, competi¬ 
tive ability, and the control meas¬ 
ures needed to halt its spread. 
Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada research centres are 
studying it and developing man¬ 
agement strategies for its control. 
Scentless chamomile can grow as 
an annual, winter annual, bien¬ 
nial or a short lived perennial. It 
reproduces and spreads by seed. 
A single plant can produce from 
71,000 to 256,000 seeds. Emer¬ 
gence occurs within six to 15 days 
of planting. Priority must be given 
to controlling early emerging 
scentless chamomile to prevent 
seed production and to reduce 
crop losses from competition. Re¬ 
lying on a single strategy to con¬ 
trol this weed probably won't 
work. Combining cultural and 
chemical methods for managing 
scentless chamomile seems to be 
necessary.
